iceu regarded as one of t'ie most substan- 
tial banking institutions in the West.

first callers at the bank doors were greeted 
by the following notice: 


To Our Depositors: Owing tn our inability 
to realize on our securities we rctrret to suy 
that we ate compelled to suspend payments. 
Our pionerty is ample to pny all depositors as 
5000 us it can be converted. 


FLJiTCMEU & SUABPE. 


Crowds at ouce began gatnormg about the 


floors of Fletcher & Sharpo's and other 
banks. Depositor camofrom all diiectlons 
and excitedly demanded their money. KUM 
set in upon the banking establishments of 
Fletcher & Churchman and littzinger Bios., 
and continued during the day. The doors 
of Fletcher & Sharpe were besieged by an 
anxious 
throng, 
but 
they 
remained 


shut, 
and 
those • within 
denied 
an 


audience 
to 
any one. 
All 
sorts 


of stories were circulated, but among them 


were expressions of sympathy for 


the firm. Men and women crowded each 
other about the doors,of the other banks, 
and a detachment o£ police was stationed 
to keep back the throng. 
The excitement 


was intense and grave apprehensions weie 
2utertained until aftoi banking hours this 
evening that one or two of the other banks 
would succumb to the demands made up- 
on them. People came in large numbers 
from

the bank steps and tried 
iu vain to 


reassure the crowds nnd restore confidence. 
The suspension was as much of a ^surprise 
to the other bunks as it was to the business 
public1, not one of them having the least 
suspicion that anything of the kind was 
imminent. They wete consequently unpre- 
puicd for an emergency, but all succeeded 
in weathering the storm, and are confidant 
of their ability to meet ali contingencies. 
The members of the firm and bank officials 
are exceedingly reticent, and will make no 
statement whatever relative to the suspen- 
sion. 


Shortly before noon the petition of b. A. 


Fletcher, Jr., (or the appointment ot a re- 
ceiver was filed. It was at oure allowed by 
Judge Taylor, and William AVallato was 
appointed.

Mr. Wallace immediately qunltticd 


and took possession of the bank. 


Keccivoi AVallaco has just furnished a 


general statement of the bank's condition 
to the ellect that the assets aggregate

members, of the liim have deeded all their 
private property to tue bank, the wives of 
Ingiam and Albeit Fletcher also surrender- 
ing their estates.

af the failure is one which has its origin in 
the fact that tlio Fletcher & Sharpe Bank 
build-ing, estimated to be worth 6200,000, is 
mortgaged to an amount ranging from 
8120,000 to 8150,000. It is claimed that

ing. It is undeistood that Fletcher & 
Sharpe are carrying a considerable amount 
of real estate which passed into their hands 
in the panic of 1S7S and which lus not only 
shrunk in value, but has boeu offered in 
vain in the market. Another rumor ia that 
the failure of Eveiett & AVeddell precipi- 
tated tliib crisis by causing Fletchei & Sharpe 
to be drawn upon for a large and unexpected 
amount. ]t is also said that the bank had 
overdrawn on AVinslow, Lamier it Co., of 
New If or!:, as had been done heretofore, 
and that the latter refused to extend the ac- 
commodation. Another explanation comes 
in tiie fact that Fletcher & Sharpe were 
largely a country bank; that ttie farmers 
had drawn upon tliem to an.unusual extent, 
and that in its desire to accommodate the 
bai^k had gone too far. 


A. recent report ot the Mercantile Asso- 


ciation shows that the bank was one of the 
most solvent in the city. It was at the 
time of the report doing a large and profit- 
able business, and all the partners were in 
the highest financial standing.

The danger to the other banks lies iti the 


fact that they had no notice whatever of 
any such emergency, and are consequently 
unprepared for a steady run. Nearly all of 
them have telegraphed to their correspond- 
ents at Now York and Chicago for funds, 
and responses have been received indicating 
that large sums of currency were shipped 
for hem at once. The banks are in good 
condition generally, but their money has been 
Iu the hands of their correspondents, and 
was unavailable yesterday. It will prob- 
ably reach here to-night, and if no other Jail- 
nres occur by that time it is not at all prob- 
able that any will then occur. 
The effect 


upon business generally has been very de- 
pressing, and considerable apprehension is 
felt among merchants, The bank was a 
favorite with small depositors and retail 
dealers, and the depressing effect oE the 
failure can not be otherwise than disas- 
trous. 


Wotcher •& Sharpe's Bank was one of the 


oldest organizations in the city. For many 
years Calvin Fletcher was President and 
Thomas 11. tiharpe Cashier of the Indian- 
apolis branch of the State Bank of Indiana, 
and when its charter expired Messrs. 
Fletcher & Sharpe formed a partnership 
under the name of the Indianapolis Branch 
Banking Company.

After Uio death of Calvin Fletcher 
his interest was represented by Ingrain and 
Albert Fletcher.
